W : -, DELEGATE’S REPORT 

OF SCHOOL TRUSTEE’S 
CONVENTION, CA L GARY 


LARGE FAMILY PARTY FOR ALBERTA FARMS 


At a meeting hed in the Po< 

Room at) Marsden under the aus¬ 
pices of the Marsden Board of 
Trade, a cordial invitation has 
been extended to the farmers 
around, and in consequence a fair 
number attended. The president 
(Mr. A. E. Edwards) explained 
that the Board of Trade were en- 
xious to hear the views »f the 
outside friends on several mat¬ 
ters in connection with the com¬ 
munity as an whole. Mr. H. B 
Polkinghome, J.P., was elected 
as chairman of the meeting with 
Mr. Kendal W. Coe as secretary. 

COMMUNITY HALL 

This question was discussed 
from all angles. Mr. John Proc¬ 
tor said he could build a hall for 
the convenience of the people 
around 26 x 70 and have the same 
ready by May 24th 1925. Mr. 
A. G-. Newport considered it 
would be better io< have a public¬ 
ly owned ball in preference to a 
privately owned rone. In the end 
it was moved by Mr. Mahoney, 
seconded by Mr. Edwards “That 
this meeting approves the sugges¬ 
tion of Mr. Proctor of building a 
hall. ” Carried. 

DOCTOR 

Mr. H. L. Johannes raised the 
question of a doctor, deeming it 
adpisahle that one should he ob¬ 
tained as soon as possible. Mr. 
Edwards explained what had 
been and was being done by the 
Boatd of Trade, and expressed 
the hiope that they would soon 
have a medical man in the dis¬ 
trict. 

CREAMERY 

Mr. Edwards said he would 
like to have the ideas of the meet¬ 
ing regarding a creamery 1 for 
Marsden and mioved “that a com¬ 
mittee he appointed tot find out 
how many dairy cows were in the 
district, and ' the quantity of 
cream which could be obtained.” 
II. L. Johannes seconded. 

Mr. K. W. Coe sugested that 
one flrom each school district, be 
appointed. This was adopted 
with the result that the secretary 
of the Board of Trade (Mr. C. 
Hess) will write to the secretary 
of each school district in an en¬ 
deavour to secure this informa¬ 
tion . 

HIGH SCHOOL 

4 Tbe question of a high school 
was discussed but the matter was 
tabled for the time being. 

AGRICULTURAL SOCIETY 

Mr. H. L. Johannes moved that 
we form an Agricultural Society 
in the Manitou Lake District. 
This was seconded by Mr. K. N. 
McRae; and after listening to Mr 
R. G. Bruce, who explained the 
functioning of an agricultural 
society, the resolution was car¬ 
ried unanimously. 

Mr. Edwards moved that “a 
committee be appointed, consist¬ 
ing” of one from Marsden and one

Addresses of we!c me were 
given by Mayor Webster of al- 
gary and Rev. II. H. Bingham. 
During;' the sessions interesting 
speech am were made by Hon. 
Perrin Baker, minister of educa¬ 
tion ; Mr. Selwood, chairman of 
the Calgary School Board ; Har- 
court. O’ Reilly, 'chairman of the 
Separate School Board of Cal¬ 
gary; Dr. H. J. Snell, of Red 
Deer; Dr. Liovring'; C. F. McNal¬ 
ly, and others. Interesting de¬ 
bate and questions following 
most of the speeches. 

Ila'rcourt O’Reilly made an ex¬ 
cellent speech of interest to all 
school trustees, and pointed out 
clearly the heavy expense incurr¬ 
ed by the province in training 
teachers for their work. It' cost 
the provincial government in less 
than four million dollars per 
veer to, train teachers for their 
of this expense they' found that' 
the average duration of time 
spent as a teacher by those thus 
trained was only three years. As 
a matter of economics and pub¬ 
lic business this aspect of the ed¬ 
ucational question deserved very 
careful consideration with a view 
to obtaining heifer results for the 
money spent on such training. 

Hon. Perrin Baker dealt at 
length with the education prob¬ 
lems of the province, and empha¬ 
sized the need of more money to 
carry on the rural schools. He 
suggested, what he termed an 
“Equalization of Rates”, but 
which was in roalit an entirely 
new tax. His proposition being 
to impose a.tax of three mills on 
the dollar on the whole province, 
and thr money to be devoted to 
those districts which were in 
poor financial standing. He es¬ 
timated receipts from this source 
to amount to $1,600,000 per an¬ 
num. 

A resolution embodying the 
the suggestion of the minister 
was afterwards defeated when 
being felt that this was imposing 
an unfair hnlrden upon those dis¬ 
tricts which had conducted their 
affaaire in a business like man¬ 
ner . 

Dr. H. R. Smith, of Red Deer, 
gave an instructive adddress 
on the need of proper attention 
to the eyesight. He showed that 
many a pupil who failed to make 
proper advancement in his stud¬ 
ies was found to be suffering 
with defective eyesight with its 
position for mental work. Ho 
produced suitable charts for 
school use, stating that many 
teachers ha|l bought them, at 
their own expense and urged that, 
each' school board should instal

you like to be called upon to prepare a 


set of bills of fare covering all meals to be served on 
the run, are handed to the steward and chef. They make 
out a requisition for the necessary quantity of supplies, 
basing their estimate on the average travel, and all food¬ 
stuffs are checked and examined as to quality by the 
Chef personally as they are placed in the car, and put 
into the receptacles provided. Everything is then ready 
for the preparation of the meal. There is, however, a 
great deal of work to be done before the "first call” is 
made. 

Stock has to be prepared for soup, poultry and fish 
cleaned, garnitures cut, vegetables cut and many other 
things. The Chef sees that everything possible is prepared 
ahead, but will not permit the preparation aheaa of such 
items as require to be prepared as ordered. All broiled 
foodstuffs and such things as toast and eggs for instance 
must be prepared only as ordered. 

As to the division of duties, the Chef prepares soups, 
sauces, cooks all roasts, frys and grills all meats and 
generally supervises the work of the kitchen staff. Second 
cook makes all pastry, puddings, cakes, muffins and 
coffee; third cook peels all vegetables and assists the 
second cook with the other work; fourth cock is a general 
utility man and does the washing of dishes, pots and 
pans. The fifth cook, cometimes called the pantryman 
cuts bread, butter and prepares salads, grape fruit, 
oranges, etc. This division of labor permits of the service 
of meals just as quickly as passengers can partake of 
them, and very often one kitchen staff in the Canadian 
Pacific dining car service will turn out nearly 400 meals in 
the course of one day. 


H OW woul _ _ _ 

meal for. 125 or more people in a kitchen 21 feet long 
and a little over 6 feet wide, in |which four other than 
yourself were working, and in which all your stores and 
upplies were kept? You might consider it a fairly tall 
order, and yet day after day many men are doing this 
very same thing at least three times a day in the kitchens 
of the railway dining cars which render travelling hotel 
service across the continent. In addition to the space 
mentioned, the kitchen and dining room staff have only 
a pantry seven feet by six in which to work, yet who has 
not wondered at the seeming magic with which the 
waiters prqdjice v at very short notice the choicest of 
feeds Siu '^MfisNi'ooked and garnished to tempt the most 
dainty appetite and appease the most hungry? 

The key note of this remarkable service is, of course, 
system, and then training. Investigating, one finds that 
each class of food has its own refrigerator, and that each 
refrigerator and ice-well, each drawer and each of the 
innumerable lockers are so arranged as to permit of ready 
access with the minimum amount of lost motion. 
Everything nas and is in its place, the seperate refrigera¬ 
tors being provided in order to avoid absorption of odors 
from the pungent variety of foodstuffs by those of a 
more delicate quality. The cooking is done on a broiler in 
the case of steaks, fish and bam, etc., or on the large 
coal range. Dairy products and fruits are stored in the 
pantry where silver, glas; - ware and crockery is kept.

RULES 

GOVERNING SEED FAIR 


1. All exhibitors must he members 
of the Chauvin Agricultural Society. 

2. In the case of wheat, oats, bar 
ley and rye. the exhibitor must have 
for sale, or be retaining for seed on 
his own farm, at least 50 bushels of 
wheat, oats, barley and rye. 5 bus¬ 
hels of potatoes. 25 bushels of flax. 

3. In classes 1 to 16 inclusive one 
bushel of seed shall be shown; in 
classes 17 to 18 cne-half bushel. All 
exhibits of seed shall be held to he 
representative of the total quantity 
of such seed offered for sale by the 
exhibitor. 

4. No premium shall be awarded 
on exhibits that contain impurities 
wnich. in the opinion of the judges, 
are of noxious nature. 

5. No exhibitor is allowed to make 
more than one entry in each class of 
Seed Grains and Potatoes. 

6. All samples of seed must be 
labelled, after judging, with the name 
and address of the exhibitor, the name 
of the variety, the amount of seed for 
sale, and the selling price. 

7. The committee in conjunction 
with the judges reserve the right to 
debar any exhibit on which, in their 
judgement, a prohibitive price is 
placed. 

8. Any exhibitor making entry un¬ 
der any of the above classes thereby 
guarantees that his exhibit is a fair 
sample of the seed he has for sale, and 
was grown on his own rarm in 1924. 
(exhibits in classes 11 and 12 alone 
excepted). 

9. Before prizes are paid each ex¬ 
hibitor will be required to certify that 
hlis exhibit strictly complies with re¬ 
gulation . In case of failure to do so 
the next in order will be awarded the 
prize.. 

10. In the event of less than three 
entries in any class, first or other 
prizes will only be awarded at the 
discretion of the judge. 

11. The society will furnish poultry 
crates in the hall. 

12. Entry fee shall be ten per cent 
of amount of first prize. 

13. Potatoes may be selected. 

14. Persons entering registered seed 
must produce certificate of registra¬ 
tion at the time of making entry. 

15. Exhibitors in Poultry classes 
will be allowed the privilege of mak¬ 
ing more than one entry in any de¬ 
sired poultry class. But no individual 
bird, or pen of birds, may be entered 
in more than one class. 

16. All exhibits for competition for 
prizes must be at the I.O.O.F. Hall. 
Chauvin, not later than 10 a.m., Sat¬ 
urday. February 21st 1925, and shall 
not be removed until the close of the 
fair.

Marsden was visited by a dis¬ 
astrous fire during the early 
hours of Monday morning Feb¬ 
ruary pth.

A. Proctor was discovered to be 
in flames. In the lack of fire¬
